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New hopes and 


growing problems 


THE members of the 1968 United 
Jewish Appeal Study Mission, which 
arrived yesterday, are bound to witness 
an astonishing phenomenon: a superfi- 
cial look will Ὲ adicate to them a boom- 
ing economy, much building in pro- 
gress, flourishing tourism. Great num- 
bers of cars on the roads and the mazes 
of TV antennas on the roofs also indi- 
cate prosperity. If they bother to read 
the pages of newspaper advertisements 
seeking qualified workers for both in- 
dustry and services they may get the 
impression that things were never bet- 
ter. A deeper probe will show the 450 
prominent American leaders that while 
all this may be true. Israel is on a war 
footing for the third year running, und 
the way things are, there is no reason 
to expect any relaxation m the near 
future. 


Qn the contrary. the two main 
: themes in our lives, defence and im- 
- migration, will continue to demand 


their sky-rocketing price as time goes 
on. If they look closely at these two 
main problems, the UJA leadership will 
easily understand why Israelis appreci- 
ate their decision to conduct another 
Emergency Fund Drive in addition to 
the regular UJA campaign. 


The two key factors in the life of 
Israel. defence and immigration, have 
now acquired new and more complex 
aspects, In defence we are dealing with 
the latest and most expensive weapons, 
new defence lines and contemplating 
new and dangerous possibilities in the 
future. On the immigration front, things 
have also changed. From the familiar 
pattern of bringing in and absorbing 
jarge numbers of immigrants from 80. 
called countries of stress, with certain 
set techniques and know-how, we 
moved into immigration from prosper- 
ous countries of the American hemi- 
sphere and Western Europe. The new 
kind of immigrant requires an entirely 
different approach if his knowledge and 
abilities are to be put to full use. and 
jr is only when he is in the right job 
that he is going to feel at home and 
make the important contribution to 
Israel life that he is capable of making. 
That means, among other things. hons- 
ing in the right place and opportunities 
for study. 


These problems are not always easily 
aecn and understood by Israelis, and 
perhaps by others. The members of the 
UJA mission will no doubt see and 
bear of the role our universities are 
playing in both defence and develop- 
ment. They are also a major focus of 
immigration at the moment. The Heb- 
rew University. the Tel Aviv Univer- 
sity, the Haifa Technion, the Weizmann 
Institute of Science, the Hadassah Me- 
dical Organization, have all carried out 
their own campaigns outside of the 
framework of the UTA. And the visit 
io Israel should convinee the American 
leaders οὐ the tremendous role they 
play in the life of this country and in 
iis future. 


For 30 years Israelis have followed al- 
most with awe the tremendous efforts 
made by the United Jewish Appeal and 
its hel to well over a million and a 
qusrter immigrants to this country, 
in addition to the tens of thou- 
sands of Jews aided outside Israel. It 
has had the deeply significant effect 
of making the American Jews partners 
in the renaissance of the Jewish people 
in this country. And although the 
United Jewish Appeal is 30 years old, 
its work is far from done. 


Nobody will apologise for the increa- 
sed claim that we must put forward 
to the members of the Study Mission |} 
for their consideration and later action. 
The nature of things has changed, the 
political and military situation of Israel 
has changed enormous); for the better. 
Whatever the chances that progress to- 
Wards peace can be made at this junc- 
ture in our development. it will 
require a stronger Israe! to win a peace 
settlement. Israelis are devoting much 
of their strength and many precious 
lives to this end — apart from paying 
high taxes. 


It is up to the United Jewish Appeal 
leaders to see as much as they can in 
order to guide them in their subse- 
quent work. There is much to see, muc 
to appreciate, and so much to be done. 
It is in this spirit that we welcome the 
distinguished Study Mission, another 
link in the long chain of brotherhood

STOCKHOLM 


(Reuter). — Three American research scientists, 


genetic code’ 


all in their 


forties, were jointly awarded the 1968 Nobel Prize for Medicine yesterday for 
interpreting the genetic code and its function in protein synthesis. The Caroline 
Institute announced the award to Dr, Marshall Nirenberg, 41, and Professors 
Robert Holley and H. Gobind Khorana, both 46, They share 350,000 crowns 


(about 1.250.000). 


Swedish Professor Hugo Theorell said 
their work meant it was now possible to 
discover what waa genetically wrong in 
inherent diseases. They are not offering 
a@ cure, but. they have shown what one 
has to attack ta find out about these dis- 
eases," he said. - 

The Institute said the three worked 
independently of each other, but their 
investigations converged towards the so- 
lution of a common problem. 

it said that, arourd 1960, research into 
the nature of the genetic code was bemg 
carried out in many parts of the world, 
but It was Dr. Nirenberg, a biochemist 
at the National Institute of Health, at 
Bethesda, Maryland, who found the solu- 
tion in the following year. He was then 
aged 34. At Bethesda, Dr. Nirenberg yes- 
terday explained his work as iloterpreting 
the molecular language that gives genetic 
Instruction to determine the machinery 
of a living cell 


The Institute safd the decoding of the 


genetic code gave the key to transplant- - 


ing one biological language into another 
— it translated the language of nucleic 
acids into the language of proteins.

Eban tries 
to add 
impetus 


UNITED NATIONS (Reuter). — Israel 
Foreign Minister Abba Eban, during a 
long conference with Dr. Gunnar Jarring 
here on Tuesday, tried to add impetus to 
the U.N. Middle East peace mission. 

A spokesman for Mr. Eban said the 
Minister gave Mr. Jarri “a compre- 
hensive account of Israel's views in the 
light of the Israeli Government's policy 
statement to the General Assembly on 
October 8." The spokesman sald Israel 
hoped that the “resumption of activity 
within the framework of the Jarring mis- 
sion” would advance efforts to promote 
peace. 

Mr, Eban's talks with Mr. Jarring, the 
latest in a series since both men came to 
New York. followed the return here on 
Tuesday night of Jordanian Foreign Min- 
ister Abdel Monem Rifai from consuita- 
tions in London with King Hussein. Spe- 
culation was again rife that Mr. Eban 
and Mr. Rifai would soon engage in 
either direct or indirect exchanges under 
Mr. Jarring’s auspices, but there was πὸ 
confirmation of this. 

‘The opinion was expressed here that 
if there were such exchanges, ali sides 
would be cautious about acknowledging 
them and might even, for the record, 
deny that they had occurred. 

The “Washington Post” reported that Mr. 
Eban gave Mr. Jarring a note formally 
asking Egypt to state its reaction to the 
peace proposals he presented. in the As- 
sembly last week. According to the report 
Mr. Eban asked Dr. Jarring to ascertain 
whether Egypt is ready for an exchange 
of views: on orien of substance.

Coming 80 soon 
after Pope Paul's birth control ban, the 
bill is expected to incur the Vatican's dis- 
approval. 

“The pill is on sale im Italy officially 
only ag a remedy for female disorders. 
and all publicity for its contraceptive 
effects is forbidden. Health Minister Eanio 
Zelioli Lanzini told the Lower House 
Health Commission yesterday that the 
Government would not oppose a private 
member's bill.

Dayan sees 
peace as far 
off as ever

TEL AVIV. — Defence Minister Moshe 
Dayan last night said he believed peace 
was as far off as ever, and Israel must 
both ready itself for another Arsb mili- 
tary onslaught and strive for Peaceful 
coexistence with the Arabs living in the 
administered territories. 

Addressing an overflow meeting orga~ 
nized by the National Union of Israel Stu- 
dents at the Mann Auditorium, Mr. Dayan 
warned: “I am more than pessimistic 
about peace prospects. We have to: pre- 
pare for war 15 it comes. We must create 
conditions even without Arab consent. We 
must settle the Golan Heights, fortify the 
Sinai Peninsula, and integrate the West 
Bank and Gaza economleally and organi- 
zationaily in Israel, But above all we 
must seek tc come closer to‘ the Arab 
Population in these territories, even .hough 
they may not heed us at the nioment.’ _ 

Advising that Israel may have to live 
with the ‘present tension for many years, 
Mr. Dayan declared: “In my opinion there 
is no need formally to integrate the areas, 
but we may be confronted with the need 
to declde on integration. I do xot say 
this of ell the areas.” 

Mr, Dayan earned applause when, re- 
“In our pre- 
gent situation we require bulldozers that 
Temove earth quietly and not rallies that 
raise a lot of dust noisily.”

U.S. PROFESSORS 

“Mr, Dayan quoted from an unpublished 
report of a mission of “American profes- 
sors for peace in the Middle East" to 
Jordan and Egypt in June—July this year, 
headed by Prof. Albert B, Sabin, entitled 
“The Arabs Need and Want Peace. 
But...". The professors had met leaders 
of both countries, and.in their report note 
“The history of events over the past 50 
years bears little relationship to actual 
facts... hut only serve to provide a basis 
for the thesis that elimination of the State 
of Israel is the only road to ultimate peace 
with justice for the Arabs.” 

Mr. Dayan also read out the report's 
conclusions: “Israel, if it wishes to survive 
must develop as quickly as possible enough 
sophisticated military capability to deter 
for as long as possible any plans for a 
first-strike surprise attack.” 

Concerning Soviet penetration of the 
region, Mr. Dayan said it was greater than 
that in the case of Algeria and Egypt. 
It was absolute control. “It is doubtful 
whether anyone could answer whether the 
U.S. would indeed confront the Soviet 
Union in the case of military intervention,” 
adding: ‘The difference between great 
powers and small countries is that the 
former can choose both their friends and 
their enemfes.”

“the territories will not sign peace with 


Israel, nor abandon its affinity with the 
Arab leadership emanating from Egypt, 
Mr. Dayan spoke of welcome signs 
that coexistence and a sort of normality 
was possible. This wag indicated by the 
willingness for coexistence of the popu- 
lation in the West Bank and the Gaza 
Strip as had evolved during the past year 
and a half. An index of this was that while 
immediately after the war 226,000 per- 


sons left the territories, today no one - 


did. Indeed 171,000 persons who left for 
Jordan had returned, and 15,000 students 
spent their summer holiday in these areas. 
“We must not regard ouraelves as ruling, 
but as a Government providing services 
to citizens. We must integrate their 
young men into our administration. But, 
Most difficult of all, we must create di- 
rect personal contact, aud make the 
supreme effort of understanding them too.” 

The Defence Minister warned, however, 
of bitter feeling among the Arabs and 
proceeded to quote from the latest work 
of the Nablus poetess, Tukan, conveying 
this spiritual climate. 

Noting that Arab terrorism had not 
achieved its alm in Israel, Mr. Dayan 
pointed to the control exerted by terror 
groups along most of the Jordanian side 
of the border. Figures of casualties: Israel 
Jost 750 men in the war and suffered 
2,273 wounded. Since then Israel lost 236 
men and had 863 wounded. In August 
1968, we had eight killed and 60 wounded; 
Arabs: 60 killed, 94 wounded. Here Mr. 
Dayan noted the casualty list was for 
all fronts: In September to October 10 
we suffered 33 killed and 198 wounded: 
the Arabs — 49 dead, 112 wounded. Is- 
raeHs must expect the possibility of ad- 
ditional terrorist activities, he noted. 

Later. answering questions, the Defence 
Minister opposed the death penalty for ter- 
rorists, objected to imposing travel restric- 
tions on the Arabs in administered terri- 
tories, but regretfully favoured blowing- 
up of houses as the best deterrent for ter- 
rorist activities.

PRAGUE, — The Soviet Union and Czechoslovakia Jast night signed an agree- 
ment on the stationing of Soviet troops in Czechoslovakia for an undetermined 
period, The signing took place in the Czernin Palace here which houses ihe Fo- 
reign Minstry. Soviet Premier Alexei Kosygin signed for the Soviet Union and 
Prime Minister Oldrich Cernik for Czechoslovakia.

Apollo changes 
its orbit 


CAPE KENNEDY {Reuter}. — The U.S. 
came nearer to sending a man to the 
moon when the Apollo 7 spacecraft yes- 
terday successfully carried out a change 
of direction manoeuvre. 

The main rocket was fired for a frac- 
tion of a second to see how accurately 
small course corrections — essential for 
a trip to the moon — could be made with 
the 21,000-Ibs service propulsion system. 

After the successful test which 
nudged the craft Into a different orbit — 
Commander Walter Schirra described the 
surging sensation as like being bumped 
by a fun fair dodgem car. At the moment 
of “burn” Donn Kisele’s pulse rate jumped 
from a normal 85-90 to 118.

Czechostovak State Television reported. The conditions were not 


made public immediately. 

Mr. Kosygin, Forcign Minister .\ndret 
Gromyko, Defeace Minister Marshal Grech- 
ko and First Deputy Forefzn Minister Va= 
sily Kuzortsov, called on President Syo- 
boda in the afternoon. During the visit 
they also inct perty chief Alexander Dus- 
eek for the first time since their arrival 
eartter yesterday. 

This is the first time that Sovict troops 
have been based on Czechoslovak soll 
with the agreement of the Prague Govern- 
nient since the end of 1945. 

Mr. Kosygin flew here yesterday after- 
noon with a top-level delegation and τον 
ceived a cool, formal reception from the 
Czechoslovaks. 

Later. Tass quoted Mr. Kosygin as 
saying in Prague that “the bulk of Sovier 
troops... will be withdrawn from Czecho- 
slova by stages in the next few 
months," He malniained that the main 
Purpose of the accord “is to create ἃ solid 
guarantees of Crechoslovakia's security, of 
its socialist gains and to safeguard τὸς 
Mably the interests of all the Socialist 
countries from encroachments hy the 
forces of imperialism and reacting.” 

Mr. Dubcek was not present at the air- 
port to greet the Soviet Premier, although 
according to Communist protocol he was 
not obliged to be on hand. Mr. Kosygin 
and the Soviet group got a brisk hand- 
shake on the airport tarmac from Premier 
Cernik and other officials here. Mr. Cernik 
arrived from Moscow where he conducted 
talks for two days, ahead of the Soviet 
mission, 


PART OF SACEIFICES 


The treaty was a part of the szcriices 
by the Soviet Union for pulling out he- 
fore winter a majority of the Soviet, East 
German, Polish, Bulgarian and Hungarian 
troops who invaded Czechoslovakia. 

Other Soviet terms included a tale to 
Prague's campaign to liberalize and de- 
mocratize Communism and a return to 
orthodox, pro-Soviet foreign and domestic 
Policies. The atmosphere outside and in- 
side the Foreign Ministry at the signing 
was like that of Prague — quiet gloom. 

Informed sources earlier said: the gar- 
rison “temporarily” stationed in Czechoslo- 
vakia might be as large as 80,000 men, 
more then had originally been expected 
to stay, and mainly on the borders with 
West Germany. 

Meanwhile in Budapest, Prime Minister 
Jenoe Fock said yesterday most Soviet 
troops and units of four other Conmunist 
bioc countries “can be withdrawn fron: 
Czechoslovakia shortly." 

Informed sources said the withdrawal 
would take place hefore October 28, the 
day of the 50th anniversary of the founda- 
tion of Czechoslovakia.

TEL AVIV. — UTA General Chairman Edward Ginsberg yesterday announced 
that American Jewry will be asked to break its 1967 record, by “giving more 
than ever before” in 1969 to the third emergency fund. 


“This, our third emergency fund since 
the Six Day War, is made by 
the immense security burdens imposed on 
the Israeli people, who are unable to 
absorb the varioug social welfare and im- 
migrant absorption costs as well,” Mr. 
Ginsberg, a prominent Cleveland lawyer 
and philanthropist, told 2 press confer- 
ence at Beit Sokolow. He added: “The 
Jews of America are ready to open their 
hearts and their pocketbooks as never 
before. As long ag the Israeli people 
have to bear the enormous cosis of 
security and defence, American Jews re- 
main ready to assist in bearing the 
humanitarian costs in this land whose 
doors are open to all Jews of the world.” 
Mr. Ginsberg believed thet American Jews 
will meet this task because of their pro- 
found sense of solidarity with Tarael. 

The UJA leader found 4. greater urgency 
than ever, particularly since the Israel 
Government announced that the coat of 
the Phantoms was not even included in 
the defence budget. “While Israelis must 
find the resources to meet the huge cost 
of these planes and other defence needs, 
American Jewg must be depended on to 
pay an ever-increasing ghare of Israei’s 
humanitarian expenses which have 
always been the traditional responsability 
of Jewish philanthropy,” Mr. Ginsberg de- 
clared. Both he and Rabbi Herbert Fried- 
Man, UJA Executive Vice-Chairman, ex- 
plained that by “humanitarian costs” they 
referred to education, social welfare, im- 
migration, agricultural settlement and 
medical care. 

Rabbi Friedman noted that Israel's “hu- 
Manitarian needs” cost about $365m, 2 
year, which the Jews of the world woulda 
have to meet, with American Jews pro~ 
viding most of the sum. : 

Mr. Ginsberg and Rabb! Friedman are 
Jeading the 14th annual 450-strong USA 
Study mission. Some 150 members arrived 
here earlier this week, and the remaining 
300, all prominent American Jewish lead- 
ers, flew in later yesterday at Lydda Air- 
port. They will embark on an exhaustive 
two-week review of Israel's security and 
social needs end eye-witness inspections 
of the situation. 

Rabbi Friedman declared: “We are say- 
ing that the emergency situation that 
began in May 1967 has not yet ended, 
because no peace is yet in sight." The first 
stage in the “biggest UJA campaign ever” 
began this month with meetings of Jew- 
ish leaders in 100 cities. Besides the pre- 
sent study mission, groups from 20 
American communities will be coming on 
fact-finding trips during October and Nov- 
ember. He also announced that 1,000 ex- 
ecutive directors, campaign chairmen and 
key leaders of Jewish federations through- 
out the U.S. will be coming to Israel dur- 


ing December and January on ἃ series of 
special weekly flights, all at their own 
expense. “We will be sending a planeload 
every Sunday, and within the course of 
five days take them from Belsan to the 
Suez Canal. Premier Eshkol has under- 
taken to meet every group,” Rabbi Fried- 
Dran reported. 

Defence Minister Moshe Dayan has 
agreed to be the principal speaker at “the 
biggest UJA national conference ever” 
scheduled for December, Rabbi Friedman 
noted. He also pointed out thet the re- 
gular UJA c 4s continuing with 
@ target of $70m. Rabbi Friedman claimed 
that UJA administrative costs were five 
per cent, the “lowest in the world,” and 
the 1967 emergency campaign only cost 
an extra $560,000 to run, or one-quarter 
of one per cent of income. 

He did not believe that racial rioting 
in the cities affected UJA income Mr. 
Ginsberg also discounted fears that the 
rising tide of isolationism opinion in the 
U.S. would affect the USA, noting that all 
threa presidential candidates had reiterated 
American commitments to Israel.

Lothar Milde of Hast Germany was second 
and Ludvik Danek of Czechostovakia took 
the bronze medal. 


Undisturbed by two false starts, Miss 
Tyus shot away from the blocks in the 
women's 100 metres and outdistanced her 
rivals to record her great double. She 
added to her triumph by trimming a tenth 
of ἃ second off the world record of 11.2 
seconds, which she herself shared with 
two other girls. 

The day's other two gold medals went 
to Holland and Poland, Dutch cyclists Ma- 
rinus Pijnen, Fedor Hertof, Jan Krekets 
and Gerardes Zoetemelk won the i00- 
km. team time trial, and Polish world 
champion Waldemar Baszanowski retained 
nls Olympic lightweight weight-lifting 
title, 

The effect of Mexico City's altitude 
again claimed victims, this time in the 
rowing competition. Five oarsmen col- 
lapsed, two of them before’ crossing the 
finishing lne. 

Qualifying heata for the 5,000 metres 
also were held Tuesday. Kipchoge Keino 
of Kenya, Naftali Temu of Kenya and 
Jean Wadoux of France placed first in 
their respective heats, but the crowds’ 
attenttoa was on Ron Clarke, 31-year-old 
Australian distance running’ great who 
collapsed after finishing fifth in the 
10,000 metres earlier this week. He ran 
in the second qualifying heat, with Temu, 
the man who had won the 10,000 as his 
chief rival. ‘ 

Clarke showing no signs of fatigue, 
moved out in front three laps from the 
end. Temu lengthened his stride and 
moved in behind the Australian's right 
shoulder, and together they stepped up 
the pace and drew some 30 metres in 
front of their nearest rivals. With quali- 
fication for the final certain, it seems 
certain they were trying for a tie. But 
near the line, Clarke patted Temu on the 
back and allowed the Kenyan to break 
the tape first. 

Highlight of the men's second round 
300 =metres prelimmaries came from 
American Tommie Smith, who clocked 20.2 
seconds to equal the Olympic mark set 
io the first round by Australian Peter 
Norman. Next fastest heat winner ‘was 
Jamaican Mike Fray with 20.3 seconds, 
and the other heats went to Norman 
120.41 and John Carlos of the U.S., with 
20.6 seconds, 


The U.S. staged one of the greatest 
upsets in the history of volleyball by 
beating the Tokyo gold: medallists, the 
Soviet Onion, on the second day of the 
Olympic men’s volleyball champlonship, 
The scores were 11-15, 15-10, 10-15, 15-10, 
15-6. In women’s volleyball, Japan's de- 
fending gold. medallists topped previous- 
ly undefeated Peru. 

Featherweight Abdel Hadi Khallaf Allah 
of the United Arab Republic scored an 
impressive points victory over Mouli Ma- 
nal, an 18-year-old Tunisian pastry cook, 
in their first round Olympic boxing tour- 
nament, Khallaf Allah, showing the he- 
nefit of coaching from ten-times Soviet 
champion Sergei Sherbakov, was always 
in controL 

In basketball, the U.S., the Soviet Union, 
Yugoslavia, Italy and Brazil remained un- 
defeated in the preliminary rounds of 
competition.

Unrwa chief 


‘Uniess the U.N. Reef and Works Agen- 
ey recelves 10 per cent additional contri- 
butlons, 8. reduction in services to the re- 
fugee population will be inescapable, with 
resulting human hardship and suffering 
and the likelihood that the efforts of Dr. 
Jarring would be jeopardized. the Agen- 
cy’s Conmmissioner-General, Mr. Laurence 
Michelmore, claims in his angual reports 
to the General Assembly, issued in Beirut 
on Tuesday. 

Unrwa's financial situation continued to 
be “precarious” and the outlook for the 
future was “even more alarming,” the 
Commissioner-General said. 

Mr, Michelmore estimates that the Agen- 
ey would require $£2.5m. in 1969 to carry 
on present programmes but income was 
not expected to exceed $37.6m. 

The report covers the period July 1, 
1967, to June 30, 1968, and gives an ac- 
count of the Agency’s activities and the 
measures taken Jn endeavouring to over- 
come the operational difficulties arising 
from the June, 1967, hostilities, 

‘The Agency began work in 1950. Until 
June, 1967, the aasistance which it pro- 
vided was directed exclusively to the 
Arab refugees from Palestine who were 
Mving in Jordan, Lebanon, Syria and the 
Gaza Strip. Since June, 1967, Unrwa has 
algo been providing assistance “on an 
emergency basis, andas a temporary me3- 
sure, to other persons in the area who 
are at present displaced and are in serious 
need of immediate assistance as a result 
of the recent hostilltics," to the extent 
that jts resources permit, in accordance 
with the wider mandate given to it by the 
General Assembly in July, 1967. 

It is @ matter of satisfaction, Mr. Mi- 
chelmore reports, that, by concerted ef- 
forts on the part of governments, inter- 
governmental organizations and voluntary 
agencis, the “immediate and essential 
physical needs" of the thousands of per- 
sons displaced by the June, 1967, hostilities 
and their aftermath had largely been met. 
At least it could be said that, while hu- 
man suffering abounded among those dis- 
placed, neither famine nor epidemic had 
been added to their plight. 

However, the report says, while help 
from many quarters came immediately 
ard’ generously after the hostilities, with 
the passage of time interest and aid’ would 
almost inevitably begin to dwindle, yet 
the situation of those thousands of dis- 
placed refugees and other persons “is 
Ukely to worsen rather than improve.” 

Mr. Michelmore says Unrwa's ability to 
help is reduced by the fact that some of 
its ‘best camps, schools, clinics and other 
facilities stand {idle in Jericho, while the 
former inhabitants eke out a bare sub- 
sistence in tented camps or other tempo- 
ΤΑΙ accommedation in Bast Jordan. 

In July and August, 1967, some 14,000 
displaced persons returned to the West 
Bank. Between September 30, 1967, and 
June 30, 1968, the report notes, same 
others had been able to return on grounds 
of special hardship or family reunion; 
their numbers had been given as 2,000 by 
Jordan and 3,000 by Israel. Some easing 
of the difficulties faced by the refugees 
and other displaced persons in East Jor- 
dan had resulted from the greater éree- 
dom of movement permitted in recent 
months actoss the River Jordan in both 
directions. Nevertheless, the Commis- 
sioner-General reiterates his view that 
Unrwa's capacity to help would be much 
greater if, in accordance with the Security 
Council’s resolution 237 (endorsed by the 
General Assembiy) the inhabitants who 
had fled were allowed to return to the 
places where they were living before the 
hostilities and where Unrwa's installations 
and facilities already existed. 

Mr. Michelmore reports that the Agen- 
cy’s services to the 166,000 refugees in 
the Lebanon had continued to function 
mormaliy during the past year. The Agen- 
ey had completed its revision of the ration 
rolls, with effective cooperation from the 
Lebanese authorities, 

In Syria the report says, the most 
urgent task confrouting the Agency has 
been .the provision of temporary shelter 
and other essential services for those Pa- 
lestine refugees who left the Ku- 
neitra area in the south-west, occupied 
by Israel The totel number of these re- 
fugees was 17,500, and tented camps had 
een established to care for 7,746 per- 
sons unable to find other accommodation, 
Syrian displaced persons, estimated at 
100,000, were provided for by the Syrian 
Government.

increased to 455,500, plus some 38.500 
from Gaza. In addition to these refugees, 
the Jordan Government also registered 
some 246,000 other persons displeced from 
the West Bunk and Gaza Strip. At the 
Jordan Government's request, Unrwa ac- 
cepted responsibilty for the 7ix tented 
camps (population 78,400) now establish- 
ed on the uplands of East Jordan, and 
the Agency had also undertaken the 
whole responsibility for ration distribu- 
tion against reimbursement by the Jordan 
Government for rations issued to Gov- 
ernment-registered recipients. 

A notable advance had been made dur- 
ing the year in Improving the system of 
ration distribution as a result of measures 
taken by the Government to curtail traf- 
ficking in ration cards and commodities, 

On the West Bank, the report says. 
TUmorwa's services had recovered quickly 
from the disruption caused by the hosti- 
lities and had functioned in a regular and 
effective way throughcut the year. In beth 
education and health matters, the Agency 
had been left to carry on its work with 
‘ttle restriction or interference, and in 
general the cooperation between Unrwa 
aud the local authorities continued to he 
effective. Consultations had been held with 
the Government of Israc] on the reconci- 
llation of Unrwa statistics with those pro- 
duced in the Israe] census of Septembcr. 
1967. The Agency's current estimate of 
the number of refugees remaining on [ἢ 
West Bank is 245,000 of whom 140,000 
are ration recipients. 

In Gaza, the Commissioner-General says. 
the aftermath of the hostilities had been 
painful and prolonged. The Agency's s¢r- 
vices felt the effects of the succession 
of incidents and security measures, such 
as curfews, interrogations, detentions, and 
on some occasions the subsequent demoli- 
tion of houses. In addition, cconomic acti- 
vity, always precariously based in Gaza, 
had slumped and the demand for the 
Agency's services, particularly supplemen- 
tary feeding, lrad increased. The full range 
of the Agency's services was quickly re- 
established after the hostilities, and‘ had 
been maintained for the refugees remain- 


‘ing in the Gaza Strip, estimated. at: about 


265,000. Unrwa had had «ἴα undertake a. 
considerable amount of replacement or 
Tepair of refugee shelter and other Unrwa 
installations which had been demolished or 
damaged. Attendance at Uurwa Unesco 
schools had been below normal, even al- 
lowing for those who had left the Gaza 
Strip. The schools were also handicapped 
by a shortage of experienced teachers, 
but many of those stranded in Egypt were 
allowed to return during the spring of 
1968, which largely resolved the problem. 

In Egypt. the report stated, Unrwa had 
met the cost of relief support provided 
by the Egyptian authorities for some 3,000 
registered refugees from Gaza. The Agen- 
ey had also provided additional scholar- 
ships for stranded refugee students from 
Gaza in Egypt. :

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9 justices to rule 
on ‘Who is a Jew’ 


The High Court of Justice. in a full 
bench of nine judges, the largest number 
ever to hear a case jointly in the history 
of the Court, yesterday began hearings on 
the old question of “Who is 2 Jew?” 


Rav-Seren Benjamin Shavit, aged 33, . 
an officer in the Navy, had matried a - 


woman of: French-Scottish extraction 
abroad. They. have two children, aged 
three and 18 months, The Ministry of 
Interior registered the children a5 the 


offspring of a Jewish father and qa non-. 


Jewish mother. 

In July, R/S Shavit applied for an 
order nist calling on the Minister of 
Interior to show cause why the children 
should not be registered as Jews. The 
Court then decided that the application 
raised matters of principle and that At 
should therefore be heard by a special 
bench of nine judges. Thig convened yes- 
terday. The applicant was not represented 
by counsel. ‘ 

‘The Attorney-General, Mr. Meir Sham- 
gar, opening the case, said the legal issue 
before the Court was the significance of 
the term “Jew” for the purposes of the 
Population Registration Law and its sig- 
nificance in Israeli lay legislation. By solv~ 
ing the applicant's personal problem much 
wider problems might arise for the Jew- 
ish people as a whole. In the case of the 
applicant himself, the Attorney-General 
told the Court, at the age of 13 he had 
registered as without religon. Later he 
Tequested this to be cancelled and a blank 
Jeft in the space for nationality. Later 
again he declared himself as a Hebrew 
and when his daughter was born he de- 
clared her as Israeli while only a year 
ago he wrote to the Minister stating he 
was a Jew by education and national 
affiliation. His wife, when she became a 
permanent resident here in 1960, declared 
herself to be without rellzgion and had 
written British in the space for national- 
ity on the registration form. The very 
variety of the applicant's own descriptions 
of nationality pointed the complexity of 
the issue. The applicant had in fact made 
an innovation in this subject by describ- 
ing his nationality (as distinct from citi- 
zenship) as Israeli. 


_A JEW BY FAITH 

The Attorney-General stated that the 
Minister for the Interior was intra vires 
since he was authorized by the Govern- 
ment to publish the regulations estab- 
lishing that a Jew by faith is a Jew by 
nationality. There is no distinction he- 
tween Jewish falth and nationality in 
Israel. 

The Attorney General further elaborated 
this point when asked by Justice Silberg 
whether registration of nationality as 
Jewish ipso facto meant that the religion 
was Jewish. “The question before us is 
only whether the regtatering official had 
decided that which fie was empowered 
to decide...", he said. 

Justice Halevi, when told by the ‘At- 
torney-General that ΒΕ 5. Shavit's children 
were not Jewish because the mother had 
registered her nationality as British, said: 
“But in declaring that she has declared 
nothing. There are British Jews.” 

Attorney-General: ‘The term national- 
ity has many interpretations and they are 
all different." He went on to quote 
Herzl, Ahad Ha'am and David Ben- 
Gurion to show that the answer to this 
quesHion was that in the case of a Jew, 
nationality involved religion as well. 

Justice Many: “But if a child of a non- 
Jewish woman, who had died when he 
‘was ope month old, was brought up in the 
Gadna, the army and the mitzvot, how 
would he be registered?" 

Attorney-General: “The pragmatic 50- 
lution for him would be to convert to 
Judaism.” 

Justice Many: “And if he did not wish 
te da 503" 

Attorney-General: “Then he would not 
be a Jew." 

NORM OF RELIGION 

In answer to questions by Justice Berin- 
son, the Attorney-General satd that on 
this subject there was πὸ other norm 
than the religious norm. In the case of 
the Jewish people religion and nation 
could not be separated. 

Justice Sussman: The solution in such 
a case may then only be emigration." 

Attorney-General “I accept the alter- 
native that they. should not live here.” 

Justice Beringon: “Any other construc- 
tion would be religious compulsion, 
wouldn't it?” 

Attorney-General: “There are certain 
ritual methods of entering the faith. If 
a Man asks us to waive them in order 
to keep a family together, we shall break 
the nation. We shall create two Jewish 
nations.” 

Justice Cohn: "This is pure theory. 
There are many Jewish nations. The rabbi- 
nate, for instance, does not recognise the 
Reform Synagogue." 
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Attorney-General: ‘In order to guard 
the integrity of the natlon we must find 
the common denominator.” 

Justice Berinson: “There are many 
mixed marriages in the Jewish world. 
What will happen io these people when 
they immigrate to Israel?” 

Attorney-General: “In my opinion 
we want them to come, we shall 
have to get them to convert, Mixed mar- 
rlages without the final act of conversion 
endanger Jewish national existence.” 

Justice Cohn: “One can grow up here 
as a Jew without undergoing conversion.” 

Attorney-General: “You can acquire 
Hebrew. culture here without being a Jew 
— witness the minorities. Culture and 
language are not enough to decided who 
ig a Jew.” 

‘STAGES OF HELL’ 

Justice Cohn: “But in order to convert, 
you πᾶνε to go through all the stages of 
hell." 

Justice Witkon: “Why do you attaca 
such exessive importance to registration.” 

Attorney-General: “Registration of reli- 
gion and nationality is a kind of proof 
for soclety. A girl, for instance..." 

Justice Sussman: “Does a girl ask for 
an identity card? That's a new one for 
me, When I went out with girls they 
never did, Why should nationality be 
made into a problem. I can't see what 
good can come οὗ it.” 

Attorney-General: ‘'Then why is regis- 
tration so important to the applicant?” 

Justice Sussman: “Because this is a 
great slight for him. He fought for us. 
Do we have a Foreign Legion here?” 

Attorney-General; “The Druse_ also 
Serve in the forces and are killed in the 
war.” 

The Attorney-General closed his argu- 
ment with a request for the discharge of 
the order nisi. 

The hearing will resume at a Jater date 
to allow the applicant to argue his case, 


Bonn regrets 
boycott slip

When the Israeli Embassy became aware 
of the fact, it made representations. 

Top officials at the Commerce Ministry 
promptly apologized and distributed a me- 
morandum to the German Commerce orga- 
nizations requesting them to disregard the 
pamphiet.

TEL AVIV. — The Labour Party was yes- 
terday advised that “a majority of the 
Arab electorate" would vote for an align- 
ment of the party with Mapam plus the 
affiliated Arab sts. Thia advice came in 
a letter from the head of the Histadrut 
Arab Affairs Department, Mr. Ya'acov 
Cohen, to all 430 members of the Party 
Central Committee. The committee is to 
vote on the alignment on October 33. ὁ 

Mr. Cohen said he belleved that “party 
sympathizers among the Arab population 
will vote for the alignment because they 
support the strongest political force whlch 
can implement its programme, Moreover, 
the inclusion of a Mapam Arab will not 
hurt the independent affillated lists and 
certainly not increase Rakah votes.” 

As a general comment, Mr. Cohen noted 
that “those Arabs who support the Lab- 
our Party, do so as a minority following 
the Jewish majority's leadership.” He ex- 
pected that “the party's supporters will 
back the Alignment as the largest po- 
litical grouping, and the inclusion of 
younger Arab candidates will secure the 
votes of the majority of the Arab elec- 
torate.” 

A number of Labour Party hranches 
have voted for the Alignment, Jocluding 
Beersheba, Bat Yam, Ramat Gan and GI- 
vatayim.

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Six missing youngsters 
found safe in Sinai

LAT, — The four-day search for six youngsters Jost in the Sinai desert ended 
yesterday at noon, when four of them emerged from an army helicopter here. 
The two others had been rescued on Tuesday night. 


On Friday the six had set out in 2 hired 
jeep in the direction of Kuntilla, intending 
to return on Saturday evening. On Mon- 
day the firm from which they had hired 
the jeep reported to the local police on 
their failure to return. The army at once 
began searching for them with airplanes 
and motorised patrols. 

On Tuesday night, Yosef Perry, 24, 
and Haim Sheimovitz, 23, of Eilat, were 
found at a Beduin encampment near 
Kutilla, in Sinai They had left their 
comrades to try and find help. The other 
four, three of them giris, were located 
yesterday morning. 

On Friday, when travelling on what they 
though was the Kuntitiah road, they lost 
their way, and eventually they ran out 
of petrol 

Perry and Sheimovitz resolved to go 
for help, leaving Aryeh Handel of Haifa. 
aAhuva Bobow, 21, and the cousins Naomi 
and Yehudit Zobri, 22 and 23, all of Tel 
Aviv, with the jeep. F 

The two of them walked through the 
day and their water ran out. They were 
given water by a Beduin. They continued 
ou their way the following morning and 
came to a burnt-out Egyptian jeep. This 
was the first time that they realized they 
were in Sinai. Finally they came to a 
well, where they met a Beduin who told 
them they were near Wadi Kulyeh. They. 
continued walking all Tuesday until they 
atrived at the Beduin camp were they 
were found soon afterwards by an army 
patrot. 

Meanwhile the four who stayed behind 
strictly rationed both food and water. 
They spent most of the time resting in 
the shade of their jeep and kept up their 
Toorale by telling each other their life 
stories and singing. They made hour-long 
forays in all directions attempting to find 
help, but remained in the’ vicinity of the 
jeep, where they were found on Wednes- 
day morning 25 km. north-west of the 
stream in Wadi Akaba. 

All six of the young people were suffer- 
ing from exhaustion, hunger and thirst, 
but suffered no real harm.

This was the major theme stressed in addresses at the dedication ceremony 


of the Charles Jordan Student House at the Ort Technical High School here 


yesterday. 

Deputy Prime Minister Yigal Allon, 
Mrs. Golda Meir, Aluf Haim Herzog, 
the President of Israel Ort, many friends 
and associates of the Jate Mr. Jordan, 
representatives of Ort and J.D.C., as well 
as several members of the Samaritan 
community in Nablus, who were in the 
past helped by Mr. Jordan, took part in 
the ceremony. The widow, Mrs. Ellie Jor- 
dan, unveiled a memorial plaque, as over 
1,000 pupils lacked on, 

Speaking about the tragic circumstan- 
ces of Charles Jordan's death, Deputy 
Prime Minister Allon stated that ‘this 
murder is not the fault of the Czech 
People, but of a tyranical regime. Only 
ἃ year after Charles Jordan's tragic dis- 
appearance, the Czech people are fight- 
ing a desperate battle for their indepen-~ 
dence." Such regimes, Mr. Allon went 
on, “have no qualms about intervening 
in the affairs of amaller nations, As 
citizens of 8 small nation, we should 
remeraber that only our steadfastness and 
readiness to defend ourselves can be an 
effective deterrent.” 

“The way a nation treats 
Mrs. Meir said, “reflects on 
character. Anti-Semitism does not just 
end there. It is no wonder then that 
whoever murdered this man — a man 
who lived only to help others — could 
erush not only individuals but whole 
nations." 

Aluf Herzog described Charleg Jordan 
as “one of the great soldiers of humanity 
in the silent army whose mission 18 to 
save Jews wherever they may be." The 
values guiding such soldiers, he said, 
“are irreconcilable with the murderers’ 
aims.” 

The student house will serve as a dor- 
mitory for nore than 100 gifted but un- 
derprivileged youngsters, mostly from re- 
mote development towns — “a fitting 
memorial for a man who was so deeply 
interested in young people," Mr. William 
Baber, President of International Ort, 
sald.

“The present ambiguity of Hebrew spell- 
ing is a national disgrace aud a real hind- 
France to the future of mass communica- 
tions in Hebrew," Mr. Alexander Dotan, 
the Chairman of the Campaign for Uai- 
formity Jin Hebrew Spelling, stated at ἃ 
press conference in Jeruaiem yesterday, 
The campaign, which is privately spon- 
sored, is planning to hold a national con- 
ference in Tei Aviv on October 24 on 
“Unambiguous Spelling — How and Why.” 


Last April, Mr. Dotan reported, the He. 
brew Language Academy finally decided 
— after more than 20 years of debate 
on the more than 1,000 suggestions of 
spelling reform, brought before it — nat 
to press for a change in accepted systems. 
He and his colleagues, who include Misg 
Shulamit Or, the editor of “Davar Ha- 
poelet,” and Mr. S. Olsvanger, the director 
of Moadon Haoleh in Jerusalem, have 
decided to challenge this decisfon and 
have sent a letter of protest to Mr. Zal- 
man Aranne, the Minister of Education 
and Culture. 


Mr. Dotan claims that almost . every 
word in Hebrew can be read in at least 
two or three different ways and many 
educated sabrag known neither of the ac- 
cepted spelling systems properly and con- 
sequently make mistakes in both of them. 
This problem causes frequent ‘misreadings 
over the radio {from intelligence sources 
Biyun was recently read as from sources 
B’yavan) printing and graphic errors, and 
further increases integration problems for 
new immigrants, he said. Transliteration 
from foreign languages js also: rendered 
almost impossible (Mr. Mendes France 
becoming Mr. Mendes Parness and 
“Fayton Place” being two common ex- 
amples).

“Ours does not even 
have a’ globe, maps or other teaching 
materials, We have to borrow them from 
other schools.”

1966 the country consumed shout 000 
tong 8 year. of reinforcing iron. The ex- 
elusive source has for long been the Steel 
City mear Acre which supplies it at a 
fair standard of actuality. its capacity is 
about 100,000 tons a year, when the thin- 
ner reinforcing wires — up to 12 mm. 
thick —- account for a small share of the 
output.

After the Six Day War the building 


industry began to boom, and the needs of | 


defence and of the new occupied areas 
boosted the demand for reinforcing wires. 
-In September 1966 monthly. demand was 
about 5,000 tons, a year later it was 
already 7,000 tons and today it is about 
. 10,000 tons. Owing to breakdowns 
in its production machinery, the Steel 
City decided in March to stop production 
during August in order to maké a gen- 
eral overhaul. Production is meanwhile 
ready to start again, 

The Steel City met the supply crisis 
first by emptying its storage sheds of all 
the etock of left-overs. It is doubtful 
whether their quality would have stood up 
to what the Standards Institute would 
have considered minimum strength. That 
the supply of reinforcing iron would lag 
behind demand might have been foreseen 
by the Ministry of Commerce and In- 
dustry. Perhaps it was. No wire for cur- 
rent building needs and for a safety 
reserve were imported. This was the 
more important as the tendency of prices 
on the world market has long been up- 
wards. In August this year steel prices 
went up by $1-$2 per ton, mainly as 8. 
result of the strike in the French steel 
industry earlier this year. As a result of 
msing prices and shortages, traders have 
tended to hang onto their stocks, but are 
now starting to sell ν᾿ 

Only in August did the Ministry isaue 
intport Ucences for 25,000 tons of 8-12 mm. 
wires. Because of the large world demand 
for iron, delivery time at normal prices is 
now at least two to three months. Even 
if all of it arrives in October, the quantity 
is too small to meet ali the accumulated 
demand. The lcences for the largest share 
of the imports went to Solkoor and Solel 
Boneh. which has been building shelters. 
Solkoor is distributor of iron from the 
Steel City (owned by Koor) ag well as a 
licensed importer. It is generally acknow- 
Jedged in the construction industry that 
the Ministry. will not issue an important 
licence against the opposition of the Steel 
City management, which has become the 
dominant element. 

Building iron costs more here than on 
the world market. the price at a European 
port today is $84 a ton f.o.b. At the gate 
of the Steel City the price is 1.520 on the 
average. There ig an equalization charge 
jn imported iron to bring the price up 
to that of the local product. Some build- 
ing contractors, held up in the middle of 
a contract and Hable to penalties for 
delays have been paying as much ag 1720 
for a ton of tron.

The Golden Pages 
wil constitute an accurate, up-to-date 
guide for commerce, industry and services 
ἐα ee openly of Posts put out an jnter- 
national tender for the publication of ἃ 
classified telephone directory last year. Tt 
was awarded to the American-based LM. 
Berry Co. which puis out 1,400 of the 
U.S. 4,400 Yellow Pages publications. It 
ix also responsible for the classified di- 
rectories in seven other countries. 

“We felt that Israel was δι very good 
country to work with,” John W. Berry, 
president of the international company, 
told The Jerusalem Post. “The Golden 
Pages will make it the only Middle Easi- 
ern cguatry to offer such a guide to the 
public.” The first classified directory in 
the U.S. appeared in 1884.

publications fn Israel. The first to come 
cut will be the smail 130-page Jerusalem 
directory, which will also serve the whole 
soulherh region.

(although government-controlled) and by 
some of the ATESA minority share- 
holders.

J. VOET outlines the reasons for the view that the Israeli 
economy can avoid the price rises which usually accompany 


rapid growth. 


Growth to continue, but 
prices won't go up 


roe official economic forecast for Is- 
rael for 1969 dors not lack optiuinm, 
The rapid pace of econemie growth this 
year, estimated at around 13 per cent 
above the bad war year 1967, will con- 
tinue to rise at only a slightly lower 
rate. No less than 10 per cent further 
growth is predicted for 1969. 

In addition it is forecast that this ra- 
pid economic growth in our country will 
Bot upset the stability of prices, The 
Cost-of-Living Index is to zo up by not 
more than three per cent in 1969, if is 
‘estimated. This would be about the same, 
perhaps only slightly more, than the rise 
which is expected thls year. 

Evar since the British economist A.W. 
Philips published his articles in 1955 
and 1962 on the relations between unen- 
ployment, wage rates, growth and infla- 
tion it has been assumed that there is 
a direct, albelt rather complex relation- 
ship between these factors: the lower un- 
employment, the more rapid the growth 
rate of the economy and the faster prices 
tend to rise, 

Phillips stated in one of his articles, 
that governments usually try to attain 
a number of related objects: 

1) a high and stable level of employ- 
ment 

2) reasonable stability of the average 
level of final product prices 

3) a fairly rapid state of economic 
growth 

4) @ satisfactory balance of foreign 
trade 

5) a reasonable stability of foreign ex- 
change rates 

The researches showed, however, that 
these aims are not all attainable at the 
same time. A low rate of unemployment 
usually meaus rising prices. 

Following Phillips’ footsteps economists 
have drawn so-called Phillips curves. 
‘These curves, based on recent experience, 
show the percentage of unemployment 
an economy muat accept in order to keep 
the price level stable. The American eco- 
nomist Richard W, Everett, writing in 
the September 30th, 1968 issue of “Inter- 
natfonal Fingice," a publication of the 
Chase Manhattan Bank, states, for in- 
stance, that the Phillips curve for the 
United States could be interpreted as 
requiring acceptance of 4-45 per cent 
unemployment in order to keep prices un- 
der reasonable control. The current un- 
employment rate in the U.S. belng down 
to 3.5 per cent has been accompanied 
py @ rise in consumption prices of about 
& per cent. Actually, it is stated, unem- 
“ployment cannot be reduced below a cer- 
tain level and growth cannot be stimu- 
lated above a given rate, without gene- 
rating rising prices, that is inflation.

its thirty. year history, has rescued and 
rehabilitated more than 3,000,000 men, wo-

through voluntary contributions to the 
USA of more than §2 billion. 
‘The first episode in the saga of the 
UJA. encompasses the years of World 
‘War Τῷ, 1938-1945. During this dark period, 
162,000 Jews were rescued by the UJA 
from the Nazi death machine, 76,000 of 
whom were moved to Palestine (then 
under British mandate) despite the most 
‘dangerous wartime conditions on land and 
det. The other 86,000 refugees were moved 
to the United States and other free coun- 
tries, UJA funds made possible the send-

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The Humphreys and the 
mentally - retarded

WASHINGION (NANA). — 
OSPITALIZATION of Vice-President 
and Mrs. Hubert Humphrey’s seven- 

year-old retarded grandchild, Vicky, last 
month with bronchial pneumonia hit with 
devastating effect on the campaigning 
Democratic couple. 

Humphrey changed his schedule, and 
Mrs. Humphrey cancelled plans to fly 
with him to California (she may pick 
up his trip later, depending on how Vicky 
gets along). 

Serlous illness to any child is ot 
course traumatic to everyone close to hiro 
— but the Humphreys have much more 
than the usual reason to be urgently 
concerned. Pneumonia is Much more ser- 
jous for Mongoloid children than for nor- 
mal persons, as a tear-choked Humphrey 
told ἃ crowd in Toledo immediately after 
getting the news of Vicky’s illness. 

Besides, concern for Vicky. and her 
problems, and to the many thousands who 
suffer from similar afflictions, has ‘become 
practically a way of life for Muriel 
Humphrey. and a matter of deep con- 
cern to the Vice-President also. 

In city after city, as she has campaign- 
ed on her own for her husband in Ten- 
nessee, North Carolina and Virgina, 
Muriel Humphrey made it a point to 
touch base with the mentally retarded 
and those dedicated to their welfare. 

Tt probably didn't round up many votes 
for him, but it is a cause that Muriel 
Humphrey pursues with a crusader’s pas-
